(v) The Team will evaluate the present seismic moni¬ 
toring instrumentation and techniques in the region, 
has well as scientific response to the earthquake of 
26th January, 2001 and suggest a programme that 
will lead to a significantly improved understanding of 
the seismic hazard in the region and the country as 
such. 

C. TENURE : 

The Team will submit its report within three week® after 
the field visit and interaction with the concerned institutions 
dealing with the earthquake related studies in the country. 

Necessary expenditure towards their visit and stay in India 
will be met by the Government of India.

Ordered that a copy of the resolution be communicated 
to all the members of the Team and all others concerned. 

Ordered also that the resolution be published in the Oazette 
of India for general information.
